M argaret Rosensteel, 
Round Top. ending a 71-year period 
of .sickness, 66 years of which she 
was bedfast. 
Miss Rosensteel was born near 
Conewago, A ugust 12, 1850, a daugh­ 
te r of George and M argaret (S im ­ 
mer) Rosensteel. 
H er g reat-g ran d ­ 
fa th e r was Jo h an n Rosensteel, who 
cam e to th is country from M unich, 
G erm any, and settled near York in 
1733. 
Johann, a lieutenant in the 
Colonial arm y, participated in the 
A m erican revolution. 
“A unt Jenny,** as she was catted 
by her fam ily and 
m any friends, 
was stricken w ith a h eart ailm ent 
in October, 1866, tin afterm ath of

tragic 
death 
of 
lier 
father. 
George Rosensteel, then living near 
Wolf Hill, was an active politician 
and on O ctober 4 he had walked 
from his hom e 
to 
G ettysburg

later in th e sam e evening he fell 
into the idle Q uinn and Riley lime 
kiln, struck his head, and inflicted 
a deep gash.

CATHOLICS IN 
BAVARIA QUIT 
THEIR SCHOOLS 


Munich. Germany, June 21 (AP). 
—Hundreds of thousands of C atho­ 
lic school children quit their pa­ 
rochial schools all over predomi- 
nantly-Catholic Bavaria today in 
obedience to a Nazi governm ent or­ 
der which dissolved the schools and 
made them secular institutions. 
In Munich and 
upper 
Bavaria 
alone, the decree converted 966 con­ 
fessional schools into secular insti­ 
tutions. 
Only IOO secular schools 
had existed heretofore in this area. 
(In vactican City, prelates said 
Pope Pius would oppose the Nazi 
school move with all his power.) 
Authorities insisted 
they 
closed 
the Catholic schools “with the par­ 
ents’ consent.” 
This Is the way it happened: 
Elections, in which parents were 
asked to choose between parochial 
and .secular schools, were held in 
various provincial districts. 
Such 
elections have been held recently in 
other parts of Germ any, and have 
resulted In the 
secularization 
of 
schools. 
The B avarian result;' the 
authorities announced, showed from 
95 to 99 per cent in favor of secular 
schools. 
(But Catholics have con­ 
tended the elections were unfairly 
and hasily conducted, and th a t par­ 
ents in many cases did not have a 
chanoe to vote their real sentim ent.)
